_ NEW YORK, Nov. 7 (AP)—A 


soldier today gave testimony link- 
ing John David Provoo, former 
American Army sergeant, -with 
the Japanese execution of an 
Ameri¢an Army officer after Cor- 
regidor fell in World War II. 


The witness, Cpl. Robert M 
Brown, also declared that Provoo 
proposed that American women 
on the Philippine fortress island 

turned over to the Japanese 
for immoral purposes. 

Provoo, 35 years old, a student 
of Buddhism, is being tried in 
United States District Court on 
charges of committing treason- 
able acts on behalf of the Japa- 
nese. 

Brown said he was “paralyzed” 
by a rumor that Capt. Burton C. 
Thomson, an American prisoner, 
had been shot by the Japanese. 

“Took No Lip.” 

“TI asked Provoo,” he said, “if 

Capt. Thomson was taken out and 
executed and he said, ‘Yes, be- 
cause he was unco-operative and 
gave me lip and I take lip from 
no one.’ Provoo said that if he 
had his way he would have every 
American officer taken out and 
shot.” 
Provoo said the American 
women on Corregidor should be 
turned over to the Japanese for 
immoral purposes,” Brown de- 
clared. 

Brown said that Provoo pro- 
claimed himself the boss of Cor- 
regidor.” He said Provoo made 
the statement after countermand- 
ing an Army warrant officer’s or- 
der and taking Brown on as as- 
sistant in work he was doing for 
the Japanese. 

Brown said he agreed to take 
the job to help a Navy officer 
prisoner, Norman W. Lauschner, 
who was seriously ill from Jap- 
anese treatment. He took it, he 
said, with the understanding he 
would not be called upon to do 
anything against mv countrv.”

Col. Theodore Teague, 61, re- 
tired, told the court yesterday 
that Provoo twice advised him to 
betray a secret American code to 
the Japanese. 

Teague quoted Provoo as once 


“Col. Teague. if you ask my ad- 
vice, you will give the code to the 
Japanese.” 

‘Will Beat It Out of You.’ 
Teague said he told Provoo, 
“The hell with that stuff.” 

On another occasion, Teague 

said, he was being questioned by 
the Japanese and Provoo told 
him: 
“If you ask my advice, you will 
give the Japanese the code and 
if you do not do it they will beat 
it out of you anyway.” 

Teague testified that he an- 
swered Provoo: 

„I ‘did not ask you for advice. 
I do not intend to take it. The 
war is not over and, if I survive 
it, I will try my best to have you 
brought to justice.”

Promise of Unity 
Gen. Eisenhower's acceptance of President 


Truman's invitation to an early conference is a 


welcome promise to the world that unity on basic 
issues can be achieved while the Administration 
is changing hands. Both the President and the 
president-elect show a laudable determination to 
make the transition as smooth as possible. 

The new President’s first task, which is to be- 
gin even before his inauguration, is the fulfill- 
ment of his pledge to give top priority to the 
problem of Korea. He promised to seek an “early 
and honorable” end to the war without appease- 
ment, and his forthcoming visit to Korea will be 
the first step toward what everybody must hope 
will be successful attainment of the objective he 
has laid down for himself. 

The objective itself, of course, is no different 
from that which the present Administration has 
been pursuing for some time. A fresh approach 
by fresh minds in a new political situation con- 
ceivably could yield results that were not attain- 
able before; at least the country will hope so. 

As for the obstacles to a truce, they remain 
what they were. The principal one is the Com- 
munists’ stubborn refusal to agree to a plan for 
exchanging prisoners that will permit the prison- 
ers to make up their own minds on whether they 
wish to be exchanged. The U.N. Command has 
taken the firm position that it will not compel 
Communist prisoners to return involuntarily. To 
do so might mean sending many of them to death 
or concentration camps. 

Would Gen. Eisenhower favor abandoning this 
position? It is dgfficult to see how he could do 
so without being accused of appeasement. But 
public opinion certainly would support the widest 
possible latitude for him in seeking a settlement 
within the broad framework of an “honorable” 
truce. 

The U.N. Command has already proposed sev- 
eral ways of exchanging prisoners designed to 
maintain the principle of voluntary repatriation 
and yet give the Communists some opportunity 
for saving face. Perhaps Gen. Eisenhower and 
his advisers can think of other proposals to 
serve the same ends. Or perhaps he can develop 
the idea now being advanced in the U.N. by 
Mexico, Indonesia and other smaller powers for 
some sort of neutral supervision and resettlement 
of prisoners. : | 

It would be unrealistic to suppose that such 
questions can be quickly disposed of. In the 
meantime, we hope that Gen. Eisenhower will 
never permit himself to think of an expanded 
Asian war as an acceptable alternative to the 
slow and painful task of negotiation. 

As he said at Abilene last June, the buildup 
of Communist air strength behind the Yalu 
“would make very dangerous any attempt to 
extend the war at this moment.” 

Also as he said then, We have got to stand 
firm, and take every possible step to reduce our 
losses, and stand right, and try to get a decent 
armistice out of it.” 

These will, we trust, remain the objectives of 
Gen. Eisenhower as president-elect, as they were 
the objectives of Gen. Eisenhower as a candidate 
for the Republican nomination. 
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A Political Methusaleh 


In 45 years as a United States Representative, 
Adolph J. Sabath never set the world on fire.

Missouri will be permanently - the better; we 
believe, for Amendment No. 2 to the State Con- 
stitution, enabling school districts to inerease 
their debt from 5 to 10 per cent of the assessed 
valuation on two-thirds vote of their citizens. 

Many school districts in the state which are 
struggling with record enrollments—a number 
of them in St. Louis county—have reached thé 
5 per cent limit on borrowing or are near it. 

The raising of the limit to 10 per cent will 
clear the way for them to expand their school 
plants to meet the expanded need. 

Amendment No. 1, a measure of questionable 
merit, now limits the sessions of the Missouri 
Legislature to five months. Along with Amend- 
ment No. 2, it was approved by the voters in 
Tuesday's election. 

More than half the states already have such a 
limitation (Alabama restricts its session t the 
extremely narrow limit of 36 days) and Mis- 
souri has therefore had ample opportunity to 
see how it works out elsewhere. 

It has not worked out well. It leads to last- 
minute jams in which important legislation is 
enacted with little or no consideration—often , 
with many members ignorant of the contents. 

As one of our letter-writers, Robert F. Karsch 
of Columbia, has pointed out, it also allows too 
little time for public opinion to be informed, 
crystallized and expressed. . 

This measure, intended to produce more re- 
sponsibility in the state’s Legislature, will in our 
judgment call for the exercise of more per- 
sonal responsibility on the part of Missour! 
legislators rather than less. 
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Toward the TV School 


St. Louis owes its thanks to the Mayor’s Com- 
mittee on Educational Television. This group, 
led by Raymond H. Wittcoff, did its work well. 
It laid the plans for the.day when television can 
be made into a forceful instrument of public 
enlightenment. 

As the Mayor’s Committee bows out, its place 
has been taken by the St. Louis Educational 
Television Commission. The commission is com- 
pletely free of political ties. To it Mayor Darst 
and County Supervisor Matthews named dis- 
tinguished leaders in all phases of the commu- 
nity’s educational life. 

First the Commission seeks to incorporate. 
When that is done it will ask the FCC for a li- 
cense to operate a station on Channel 9, which 
has been reserved for education here. But right 
now, before much else can be done, ft is time 
to talk of money. 

The School Board has pledged $75, 000 annual - 
ly and county school districts $60,000. These 
funds are for operating the station. Before pro- 
grams can go on the air, however. the Television 
Commission is going to have to raise about 
$350,000 in capital investment. 

Fortunately the Ford Foundation has agreed 
to match money raised locally. A number of citi- 
zens have already offered help. But the TV proj- 
ect has to overcome à dollar gap between pros- 
pects and programs, and more contributions are 
needed. 

This, as Mr. Wittcoff says, is a community 
responsibility. Educational television will have 
no advertising and no profits, It will be devoted 
solely to the extension of knowledge on which 
our free institutions depend. This offers a price- 
less investment and Ge community should be 
giad to make it. 
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Raymond Tucker’s Deserved Honor 

Raymond R. Tucker, to whom the St. Louis 
Newpaper Guild will give its Page One Award 
this year, has done three outstanding jobs of 
public administration for this city. 

His service as Smoke Commissioner is largely 
responsible, along with the efforts of James L.

His service as chairman of the Board of Free- 
holders, a position which took many hours of 
exacting work for a year, gave St. Louis a chance 
to attain a better municipal government. That 
the chance was not taken in no way minimizes 
the importance of the Board’s accomplishment. 

His present service as Director of Civil De- 
fense has brought St. Louis far along to protect- 
ing itself, in so far as protection is possible, in 
event of enemy air attack. 

All three of these jobs have had a common 
denominator: They were tough. The present one 
is not only difficult but also relatively thankless. 
Preparation against possible stack is not a-pleas, 
ant subject. 

Mr. Tucker’s work on all ‘ores tasks has been 
diligent, tireless, and efficient. 

He has long merited recognition such as he 
will receive in the Page One Award.

No such high hopes could pos- 
sibly be fulfilled, even if Gen- 
eral Eisenhower could work 
miracles.

Like its predecessor, Latuko,“ 
which was a documentary of 
the Anglo-Egyptian Sudan, the 
néw African film is an extra- 
ordinarily intense and graphie 
story of tribal life, but it contains 
an even richer variety of wild 
animal shots. The locale is the 
grassy plateau of southeast Ken- 
ya, near Mount Kilimanjaro. 

The people in “Wakamba” are 
Bantus. To the.casual observer 
at least, they appear à happy, 
attractive folk less preoccupied 
with the harsh fight for survival 
than were the natives of the first 
Queeny film. Their clothing is 
scanty but adequate, so “Wakam- 
ba” should run into none of the 
censorship difficulties which be- 
set Latuko“ in some parts of the 
nation. 

Charles L. Tedford’s script for 
“Wakamba” gives the tribal and 
animal scenes logical sequence by 
telling the story of Tondu, a 
mighty hunter, who seeks the 
hand of a village maiden. Her 
father demands as bride-price the 
tusks of a huge elephant, where- 
upon Tondu and a friend enter a 
new and strange country in search 
of the ivory. 

The wanderings of Tondu take 
him as well as the moviegoer 
through a series of remarkable 
bird and animal shots photo- 
graphed by Queeny and Fort B. 
Guerin Jr. of St. Louis. There 
are close-ups of lion, elephant, 
rhino, water buffalo, giraffes, wild 
dogs, snakes and a variety of an- 
telope and gazelles. Victor C. 
Lewis Jr. edited the film. | 

Many Savage Scenes. 

Although “Wakamba” has many 
Savage scenes, such as lions about 
their kill and wild dogs dragging 
down a Thompson gazelle, the pre- 
vailing mood is one of eerie, un- 
earthly beauty. The country is 
spectacular. Underwater shots of 
hippos swimming in a clear 
stream, and the sight of thousands 
of flamingos taking flight from 
an equatorial lake are unforget- 
table. 

High-fidelity sound recordings 
made on the spot by Jack Clink of 
St. Louis give both “Wakamba” 
and the fishing film, “Silver Light- 
ning, the illusion of reality. Au- 
thentie sounds of lions were taken 
from as close as 80 fee® and the 
sound-track throbs with the wild, 
whistling exultation of a tribal 
drum-dance. 

Queeny’s salmon film, beauti- 
fully photographed, includes un- 
derwater shots which the St. 
Louisan obtained by going below 
the river surface, dressed in a 
Navy frogman’s suit and using a 
special camera.

The New Hampshire primaries 
showed that Eisenhower could 
rally the whole potential Repub- 
lican vote and that he was unmis- 
takably the most popular Repub- 
lican candidate. But the primaries 
showed also how deep and wide 
was the discontent and disaffec- 
tion in the Democratic party. 

Not only was President Truman 
defeated badly in that primary 
but, though he had the support 
of the machine, his vote in 1952 
was less than 15 per cent of the 
1948 vote. 


Trusted by d rats. 


It was clear enough then to 
many observers, including, I 
rather imagine, Gov. Stevenson 
himself, that running against Eis- 
enhower, it would be almost im- 
possible for any Democrat of 
Stevenson’s principles and stand- 
ards to develop sharp issues or 
to work up much fervor. 

Eisenhower has the broadest 
national appeal of any public man 
in this generation, which is an- 
other way of saying that he is 
popular among and is trusted by 
so many Democrats that there 
would not be too much weeping 
and gnashing of teeth if he won. 

After all, the Democrats liked 
Eisenhower so much that they 
would gladly have nominated 
him themselves.

The fundamental popular 
will became obscured chiefly, I 
think, because in spite of his 
demonstrated popular strength, 
the General was not drafted and 
then nominated by acclamation 
as the man who would most 
surely be able to bring his party 
to. power.

From the Abilene speech ;

The returns suggest, though 
closer examination may disprove 
it, that the popular decision, to 
elect Eisenhower and thereby. to 
change over from the Democrats 
was made long ago, and was not 
materially affected by the polit- 
ical events since his return from 
Europe.

Ask Federal Wildlife Service 


To Extend Waterfowl Season 


ST. JOSEPH, Mo., Nov. 7 (UP)—The State Conservation Com- 
mission Has asked the Federal Fish and Wildlife Service to extend 
the migratory waterfowl season in Missouri to make up for time 
lost due to the emergency ban on hunting. 


I. T. Bode, director of the 
commission which met here ves- 
terday said duck and geese 
hunters were unable to take full 
advantage of federal duck stamps 
this year because of the emer- 
gency ban on hunting due to a 
fire hazard. 

The United States Fish and 
Wildlife Service could provide an 
extension of the migratory water- 
fowl season, scheduled to end 
Dec. 13, to make up for bans of 
hunting due to such emergencies 
as serious fire conditions, Bode 
said. However, he said the fed- 
eral agency would have to decide 
if extension of the season would 
not cause an excess of kill over 
that expected normally. 

The Conservation Commission 
director said the length of the 
duck season could not be for a 
longer period than the duration 
of the emergenęgy. Gov. Forrest 
Smith issued the -proclamation 
banning hunting and fishing in 
Missouri for the duration of the 
fire hazard, Nov. 1.

They said this would 
vary with industries, individual 
manufacturers and products for 
which the added steel would be 
used. The steel also includes 
more than a half dozen different 
types or forms. 

The agency said it expects to 
provide a breakdown of the dis- 
tribution later.

As another example, ten days 
before the election, a poll of Iowa 
taken by the Des Moines Register 
and Tribune showed 58.2 per cent 
for Eisenhower and 41.8 per cent 
for Stevenson.

Fibs to Poll Takers.

Right now it has more divisive 
than illuminating power; there 
are plenty of people looking for 
alibis who will answer in a self- 
serving way. One of the most 
sage politicians of the era sug- 
gests that the President both 
helped and hurt, but that, in any 
case, the Democratic nominee was 
inevitably saddled with the rec- 
ord of the Administration. 

There can be no doubt that in 
important, though minor, easily 
understood aspects, the record 
hurt, 

The only campaign develop- 
ment about which Gov, Stevenson 
feels deeply is Korea. It is gen- 
erally felt that it was the dom- 
inant cause of the Eisenhower 
landslide, a major factor in the 
desire for change. Stevenson 
frankly did not expect the Ko- 
rean issue to arise in the way it 
did; and about it some hurt re- 
mains. 

Practically speaking, perhaps 
the immediate central issue for 
the Democrats is: Can Truman 
and Stevenson work amicably to- 
gether for the party’s future?

WHAT DOES this treatment 
mean to children sick with lym- 
phatic Jeukemia? By using these 
drugs, about half to two-thirds of 
the ailing children have a tem- 
porary complete disappearance of 
the disease. Their symptoms go 
away, their blood appears nor- 
mal under the microscope, and 
they feel fine. This halting of the 


disease may last for seven to 27 
months, about 17 months on the 


average. The disease is not cured. 
The children die when the disease 
reappears. 

Unexplainably, the drug has 
less effect the second time it is 
used and may have no effect 
after that at all. Unfortunately, 
these chemicals are themselves 
sort of poisonous and have to be 
used very carefully. They may 
themselves cause symptoms such 
as loss of hair. 

The fact. shown by four years’ 
research, that any chemical will 
restore the body to normal even 
for a short time during this dis- 
ease is of enormous significance. 
If the disease can be halted at all, 
then possibly something else can 
cure it completely. By studying 
what happens in the bone marrow 
under the influence of the drugs 
now known, possibly doctors can 
find ways to cure acute leukemia.

Temper Tantrums

ANIEL, aged 244, was having a full-fledged temper tan- 
De He flung himself onto the floor and kicked and 

screamed. He drummed his feet and howled with rage. 

His mother, in the best current tradition, observed him 
ealmly. Most mothers find that if they can walk out on a 
ehild or remain calm and unemotional themselves while he 
is having a tantrum, it is over much sooner, and is somewhat 
less likely to be repeated, If having a tantrum gets them 
nowhere, many children give up this way of expressing them- 
selves after only a few trials.

BUT DANIEL’S as was also present. (The 
apartment was so small that no member of the family could 
be very far absent.) And she did something more than watch 
him calmly. For she had, like other grandmothers, brought 
up a family of her own and she knew that handling a temper 
tantrum skillfully was only a first step. A second and even 
more important step was, if possible, finding out ‘what had 
caused the tantrum—what had caused it, and what set of 
circumstances was thus to be avoided in the future to prevent 
further tantrums. 

I know just how he feels,” sympathized grandma. “And 
I suspect that he needs a lot more space to move around in. 
This summer when you all come to visit us we'll fence in 
the yard, and then he'll have all the space he needs. I 
think he won't get frustrated so often.” 

This is one of the most important things that the adult 
ean do when dealing with a child who is bothered with (and 
bothers others with) tantrums.

Even more 
important than treating them calmly is trying to prevent 


their occurrence.

TEMPER rae most often occur when the child 
is tired or when he is frustrated. Some frustration is inevi- 
table and perhaps necessary as a child grows up—but frustra- 
tion is most apt to end in tantrums when the child is tired. 

If you will take the trouble to keep a record of the 
situations when your child has tantrums, you will often find 
that they occur at a time of day when he is particularly 
fatigued. At such times you will find that this tolerance for 
frustration is low. The same refusals and denials which he 
might be able to stand early in the day often: bring on a 
tantrum when they occur just before supper time, 
instance. A snack before suppertime may help break into 
his fatigue. s 

But not only fatigue brings on a tantrum. Sometimes 
a@ very simple incident will bring it on. That is why it is 
important for you to think about why he explodes and how 
you can prevent a re-currence.

HE second member of the 

former husband and wife team 

known in Washington as the 
Sullivans of Missouri” is going 
back to Capitol Hill. But this 
time she will be on her own, 
officially elected as Missouri's 
first congresswoman. 


Mrs. John B. Sullivan, who 
served a congressional appren- 


ticeship by studying legislation 


with her late husband, now takes 
his place in the House of Repre- 
sentatives, and in a way will be 
carrying on his career which 
death ended nearly two years 
ago. 

So closely did she work with 
her husband—first, unofficially, 
then as a member ‘of his staff 
that a Washington writer called 
her “practically a second con- 
gressman from his district.” 


“Every time I made a speech 
in the campaign, I asked myself 
what John would have thought 
about certain issues,” the attrac- 
tive young widow said, in speak- 
ing of her victory for the Demo- 
crats in the Third Congressional 
District. “And I know that every 
time I consider a bill in Washing- 
ton, I'll think first what John 
would have said about it. 

“To me, the biggest consolation 
I have for his loss is to know that 
he left a reputation beyond ques- 
tion. I would never have gone 
through the torture of political 
campaigns. if it hadn’t been for 
the principles and ideals he stood 
for.” 


For a moment, the slim, brown- 


‘ haired Congresswoman rested her 


head on her hand in sheer weari- 
ness, It was Wednesday after- 
noon, and she had climaxed a 
dawn-to-dark campaign of several 
months by sitting up most of the 
night listening to election returns.

She 
is for price and wage controls, 
for lowering taxes by taking Gov- 
ernment out of business, and 
putting business methods into 
Government, and by eliminating 
waste and duplication.”

During her campaign, she said, 
she found that the cost of living 
seemed to be the principal issue, 
especially among the women.

“They know that in these 
times we can’t live to ourselves. 
But they are concerned deeply 
about the war.”
